Mr  Calcraft  justified,  by  alleging  that  he  had  always  been

At  a  quarter  before  one  yesterday  morning,  his  Majesty  left  bis 
chair  and  took  his  seat  on  the  sofa. 

Soon  after  one  hki  Miyesty  crossed  his  Royal  legs  and  graciously 
yawned. 

At  seventeen  minutes  of  three,  by  one  of  Grimaldi’s  time-pieces,  our 
beloved  Monarch  distinctly  M^eeied,  hut  we  are  happy  to  say  that  no 
inii>chiefis  apprehended  from  this  common  symptom  of  catarrh,  though 
thf  |Mv>fouDdest  alarm  waa  excited  hy  it  throughout  the  whole  Court, 
and  the  fervent  exclamations  of  *God  bless  hit  Majesty’  indicated 
at  once  the  deep  an.xicty,  and  how  firihly  the  Sovereign  is  seated  in 
the  hearts  of  his  subjects.  The  accident  ii  attributed  to  an  open  snuff¬ 
box  which  was  lying  on  a  rose-wood  table  made  by  Messrs  France 
and  Banting,  upholsterers  to  the  King  and  the  rest  of  the  Royal 
Familv,  withio  a  few  inches  of  his  Majesty’s  Royal  nose.  A  puff  of 
wind  from  an  open  window  n  supposed  te  have  agitated  the  pungent 
jmwricr,  prepared  according  to  his  Majesty’s  order,  hy  Mr  Harding  of 
Pallmsll,  and  heneo  the  equivocal  sympioos  which  created  so  intense 
mo  mlaitD.

The  view  of  the  Royal  mouth  gave 
great  satisfaction  to  the  distinguished  party  present,  and  the  whiteness 
and  regularity  of  our  gracious  Sovereign’s  teeth  was  the  subject  of 
universal  admiration.

This  young  Prince,*  so  eminently  remarkable  for  early  intelligence 
and  the  refinement  of  his  manners,  was  observed  to  sit  in  an  attitude 
of  unspeakable  ease  and  grace,  with  the  fore  finger  of  his  right  hand 
reposed  in  his  left  nostril.

A  vast  deal  has  been  said  in  praise  of  the  Foreign  Policy  of  Mr  Can¬ 
ning.

CLAIMS  ON  THE  MISAPPLIED  FUND. 
Amongst  the  many  unfortunate  claimants  on  the  Fund  transferred

ELIGIBILITY  OF  MR  o’cONNELL  TO  PARLIAMENT. 

The  opinions  of  the  lawyers  in  Dublin  are,  it  is  said,  much  divided  as  to 
whether  a  Roman  Catholic  can  sit  in  the  House  of  Commons  as  the  law 
now  stands.  Mr  O'Connell,  in  an  address  to  the  Catholic  Association, 
pledged  his  professional  character  that  **  he  should  be  subject  to  neither 
pains  nor  penalties  for  speaking  and  voting  in  the  House  of  Commons,  with¬ 
out  taking  those  oaths  which  are  equally  obnoxious  to  Catholics  and  liberal 
Protestants,”  Hi<  argument  is  this: — “The  Act  of  Charles  the  Second, 
which  excluded  Catholics  from  Parliament,  applied  to  England  only,  and 
had  no  effect  in  Ireland.  Up  to  the  time  of  William  the  Third  the  Catho* 
lies  were  eligible  to  sit  in  Parliament  in  this  country,  and  during  part  of  that 
reign  an  ancestor  of  mine  sat  as  a  Member  of  the  Irish  Parliament  The 
Act  of  William  applied  to  Ireland  only,  so  that  there  was  one  excluding 
Act  for  England  and  another  for  Ireland,  but  there  is  no  Act  excluding  us 
from  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Empire.  The  Act  of  Union  refers  to  the 
oaths  prescribed  in  the  Act  of  Charles,  bat  attaches  no  penalty  for  refuting 
to  take  them.  If  1  am  excluded,  it  will  be  a  violation  of  the  Act  of  Union. 
It  will  require  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  put  me  out,  and  I  shall  have  tht 
pleasure  of  speaking  and  voting  against  that  Act.” 

On  the  other  hand,  the  following  case  has  been  cited  from  IlatseWs  Par^ 
liamentary  Precedents 

Sir  John  Leech,  having  sat  in  (he  House,  not  having  taken  the  oaths, 
as  he  was  bound  to  do  by  the  Statutes,  went  out  of  the  House  to  the  Lord 
Steward's  Deputies,  desiring  to  have  the  oath  ministered  to  him  ;  but  they 
first  asking  him  whether  he  had  sat  in  the  House,  or  in  this  Parliament  ? 
Whereto  he  answered  he  had  ;  and  they  then  demanding  whether  he  had 
taken  the  oath  in  part,  or  none  at  all  ?  He  said,  none  at  all ;  they  forbore 
to  give  him  the  oath  till  they  had  first  acquainted  the  House  with  it,  which 
they  did.  A  debate  arose,  in  which  Mr  Crewe  said,  *  Sir  John  Leech  can¬ 
not  serve  in  Parliament,  for  then,  the  House  should  dispense  with  an  Act 
of  Parliament,  which  saith — *  He  who  sitteth  in  the  House  unsworn,  shall 
be  accounted  as  a  man  not  elected  br  returned.’  Sir  John  Leech  was  then  , 
balled  to  the  bar,  where  he  kneeled  ;  and  then  being  bid  stand  up,  he  con¬ 
fessed  he  had  sat  in  the  House  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  on  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ing  last,  being  unsworn.  He  was  therefore  disabled  to  serve  in  this  House 
for  this  Parliament,  and  a  new  writ  was  sent  forth  by  course,  not  by  order.” 
—‘Pori.  Deb.  1620.  “  The  oaths  alluded  to  were  the  oaths  of  supremacy 
and  allegiance.” — Note  in  FJatsellf  vol.  2,  p.  83.

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uointcntioDal,  all  Inust  deplore.  He  did  not  mean  to  say  that  the  Govern - 
meot  wM  not  bound  to  give  substantial  warning  to  all  British  subjects  of 
the  risk  to  which  they  might  be  exposed  by  entering  the  harbour  of  Oporto;

It  could  have  been  effectually  done 
iritbout  all  the  technical  phraseology  of  the  law  of  nations,  which  in  the 
present  instance  was  calculated  to  convey  an  opinion  that  the  authority  of 
the  party  proclaiming  the  blockade  was  legitimate,  and  bis  acts  legal. 
This  case  of  the  present  state  of  Portugal  was  not  like  any  of  those  cases 
to  **hich  it  had  been  likened.  Both  the  contending  parties  claimed  the 
game  authority  for  their  acts — one  of  them  had  fraudulently  assumed  that 
of  Don  Pedro,  and  the  other  was  acting  in  obedience  to  the  constitution 
which  he  had  given.  The  dispute  was,  with  which  the  autliority  lay.  ^  It 
would  have  been  quite  sufficient  for  us  to  have  said, — **  Without  taking 
any  part  in  this  dispute,  we  will  not  allow  either  of  you  to  interrupt  the 
commerce  of  the  ally  of  your  Sovereign,  but  will  wait  until  the  will  of  that 
Sovereign  be  further  known.**  He  had  a  strong  objection  to  a  ringleader 
of  rebels  being  styled  Prince  Regent  of  Portugal,  as  was  Don  Miguel  by 
Government,  when  noticing  (he  blockade;  he  feared  that  the  words  would 
be  considered  to  imply,~>at  least  by  a  Portuguese  multitude,—- the  recogni* 
tion  of  legitimate  authority.  In  all  the  contests  for  sovereign  power,  in 
France,  Italy,  Holland,  South  America,  and  lastly,  Greece,  including  a 
period  of  forty  years,  the  terms  by  which  we  designated  the  Governments 
were,  “  the  persons  exercising  the  powers  of  Government  ’*  We  ought  not 
to  re  fuse*  to  in  ve  Don  Miguel  bis  proper  title:  but  he  could  not  be  King 
and  Prince  Regent  of  Portugal  at  the  same  time.  As  to  his  having  broken 
faith,  besides  the  numerous  addresses  imploring  him  to  assume  the  title  of 
King,  and  others  addressing  him  as  absolute  monarch,  there  was  the  fact  of 
his  having  convoked  the  ancient  Cortes  of  the  kingdom,  which  had  b^n 
abrogated  by  the  Charter.  Then  with  respect  to  Lord  Beresford*s  cor¬ 
respondence,  the  last  accounts  shewed  us,  that  the  active  agents  of  the 
usurper  had  declared,  that  although  the  Noble  Lord ‘had  dissuaded  Don 
Miguel  from  the  step  he  took,  yet  nevertheless  he,  m-  well  as  the  British 
Government,  were  described  as  being  secretly  favourable  to  their  plans. 

Mr  Peel  said  he  must  conteud  that  it  was  the  policy  of  this  country 
not  to  seek  out  for  exceptions  to  great  general  principles,  but  to  observe 
that  line  of  conduct  which  we  wished  to  be  observed  towards  us  under 
circumstances  at  all  simitar.  He  thought  that  Lord  Beresford’s  declaration 
as  to  his  correspondence  ought  to  be  preferred  to  any  inference  that  might 
be  drawq  from  it  by  interested  parties  in  Portugal.

Dr  PuiLLiMORE  objected  to  the  repeal  of  *a  clause  iu  the  Act  of  last 
Session  that  secured  to  the  builders  of  a  church  the  right  of  nomioatlon. 

Dr  Lusuington  thought  it  humiliating  that  a  minister  should  have  to 
canvass  the  parishioneis. 

Mr  Hume  said  his  Hon.  and  Learned  Friend  was  the  only  one  willing 
to  support  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  ,  He  was  surprised  that  he 
^ho  uwd  to  favour  all  liberal  principles,  should  now  advocate  the  propriety 
the  clergy  appointed  without  reference  to  the  choice  of  the  pa- 
nimioners.  (CAeers.)  If  the  Right  Hon.  Gent,  persisted  in  carrying  the 
Dill  forward,  he  would  do  all  iti  his  power  to  oppose  it.

Gentle¬ 
man  was  the  6rst  to  cry  **  Question  !'*  when  the  rights  of  the  people  were 
at  stake.  If  this  was  an  omen  of  the  change  of  principles  that  resulted 
from  his  change  of  seat,  he  (Mr  John  Wood)  wished  the  llight  Hon.  Gen¬ 
tleman  joy  of  it  (Cheers.)  When  he  perceived  from  whom  the  cry  came 
— when  he  saw  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  foremost  in  denying  popular 
rights  when  others  were  endeavouring  to  uphold  them,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to 
procure  for  the  people  a  chance  of  being  heard  in  their  defence  against  this 
gross  violation  of  their  rights.  (Cheers,)  When  the  vote  of  a  million  for 
new  churches  was  called  for,  which  was  followed  by  another  vote  of  half  a 
million,  Mr  Yansittart  said  (hat  the  churches  would  be  hereafter  no  charge 
I  to  the  parishioners. .  The  Church  Establishment  was  overgrown,  and  ought 
to  be  reduced  :  it  was  more  expensive  than  those  of  all  other  countries  put 
together. 

Sir  John  Brydoes  said,  the  opposition  of  Hon.  Gentlemen  opposite 
arose,  not  so  much  from  an  objection  to  this  Bill  as  from  a  desire  to  pull 
down  the  Church  establishment  of  the  country,  f  Loud  cries  q/***  Hear  r* 
from  the  Opposition  side.) 

Mr  Rice  asked  what  right  had  the  Hon.  Baronet  to  attribute  motives  to 
the  minority  ?— motives  which  they  were  as  incapable  of  feeling  as  the  Mon.

Mr  Otway  Cave  said  the  Bill  was  a  mockery  of  justice. 

Sir  R.  W^iLsoN  hoped  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  would  be  content  with

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  declined  the  proposal,  feeling  that 
the  Bill  would  benefit  the  country. 

Sir  James  Graham  objected  to  the  Dill  entirely ;  and,  notwithstanding 
the  taunts  of  the  Hon.  Baronet,  would  tell  him  in  terms  as  direct  as  the.

Mr  G.  Lamb  said,  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  had  observed  that  be 
found  himself  in  some  difficulty.  How  that  could  be  the  case  he  (Mr  G. 
Lamb)  could  not  tell,  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  having  always  shewn 
himself  so  consistent  (hear,  hemr!) — so  inc.ipible  of  change.  (Hear,  hear!) 
He  could  not  then  see  what  difficulty  the  Right  Hou.  Gentleman  could 
experience,  unless  it  was  in  seeing  those  faces  now  opposed  to  him  which 
had  formerly  taught  him  to  cry  **  Question”  (hear,  hear!  und  a  laugh  ;)  and 
in  hearing  those  voices  raised  against  his  colleagues  with  which  he  was 
accustomi^  to  cry  in  concert.  (Laughter,) 

The  Housedivided — For  the  aroeadqient.  38— Against  it, 8‘i — Majority,  44. 

There  were  two  divisions  after  this,  witli  similar  results. 

Tlie  Chancellor  of  tlie  Exchequer  complained  of  these  repeated 
divisions,  as  very  unfair  obstruction  to  the  further  progress  of  the  Bill. 

Lord  Nugent  said  that  the  object,  in  resorting  to  those  means  of  delajr 
which  the  orders  of  the  House  furnished,  was  to  gain  time  ;  and  the  course . 
would  be  persevered  in  if  the  Hon.  Genllemau  persisted  in  accelerating  the 
progress  of  bis  Bill. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  said  he  would  not  press  the  pro¬ 
ceeding  improperly  on  the  House. 

Tlie  aroeoament  was  then  withdrawn,  and  the  Bill  was  ordered  to  be 
committed  on  Tliursday.

CLAIMS  OF  Tne  BARON  DE  BODE. 

Mr  Stanlsy  rose  to  move  that  the  petition  of  the  Baron  de  Bode,  a 
British  subject,  stating  the  loss  which  he  suffered  by  the  confiscation  and 
sale  of  his  property  in  1793  by  the  authority  of  the  Revolutionary  Govern¬ 
ment  of  France,  and  claiming  indemnification  under  the  coudiiiuns  of  (he 
Conveotioii  concluded  with  the  French  Government  in  1815,  and  again  in 
1818,  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee.  By  the  12ih  article  of  the  Oon- 
veotioR  it  was  declared,  that  all  persons  should  bring  forward  their  claims 
within  three  months.  The  Baron  sent  petitions,  preferring  his  claims,  to. 
the  Duke  de  Richelieu,  to  be  sent  by  him  to  the  Mixed  Commission.  He 
however,  doubting  the  Baron  to  a  British  subject,  objected  lo  forwarding 
them,  slatiog  his  reasons.  The  next  day  the  Baron  explained  his  ci^  to 
the  British  Ambassador,  who  referred  him  to  the  Head  Commiwoner ; 
he  wss  unable  to  find  this  person  before  two  days  after  the  time  limited : 
but  be  was  informed  that  bis  name  should  be  placed  on  the  list,  if  be 
obtained  a  certificRtB  firoaa  (ha  Puke  d*  Richelieu  that  be  had  actually 
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pvpferrtd  his  claims  within  the  proper  time.  This  having  been  furnished, 
doubts  were  thrown  out  as  to  the  petitioner's  property  being  in  the  territory 
of  France ;  but  they  were  overruled  by  an  opinion  of  Sir  Samuel  Romilly's, 
«nd  the  petitioner's  name  was  inserted  in  the  list  of  claimants.  At  this 
time,  the  funds  being  exhausted,  another  Act  was  passed,  and  an  additional 
sum  of  60,000,000  of  francs  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  British 
Commissioners  alone ;  but  no  clause  having  been  iotroiduced  to  provide  for 
the  return  of  any  surplus,  tlie  Commissioners  bad  an  interest  in  rejecting  as 
many  claims  as  possible.  On  his  again  applying  to  them,  he  was  told  that 
the  question  as  to  his  nationality  had  been  revived ;  but  the  opinion  of  the 
Crown  Law  Officers  was  in  his  favour  He  was  also  told  that  his  name 
had  not  been  inserted  in  the  list  until  after  the  Act  was  passed  :  if  this  was 
the  fact,  the  Commissioners  had  acted  in  contravention  of  the  Act  from  the 
beginning,  because  it  provided  that  they  should  only  inquire  into  the  cases 
of  registered  claimants;  but  further,  among  the  2,237  claims,  his  stc^  at 
No.  1,130,  so  that  his  could  not  have  been  registered  after  the  reception  of 
cldiins  closed.  On  the  23d  August  1821,  the  Commissioners  declared  they 
Ivaiitfd  evidence,  and  only  gave  him  till  the  1st  of  the  following  January  to 
furnish  it  in.  Having  to  raise  the  pecuniary  means  of  travelling  1,200 
miles,  and  examining  extensive  lordships,  he  petitioned  for  an  extension  of 
the  time ;  but  it  was  refused  to  him,  unless  he  would  consent  to  give  up  his 
title  to  his  feudal  possessions.  The  Commissioners  extended  the  time  to  the 
1st  March,  and  on  the  1st  April  the  necessary  documents  were  enclosed  to 
them.  On  the  same  day  they  returned  an  answer  that,  the  evidence  not 
being  what  they  desired,  they  had  directed  the  order  of  rejection  to  be 
made  out.  They  were  entreated  to  postpone  their  award  till  the  petitioner 
returned  *,  but  no  extension  of  lime  did  they  allow,  although  they  sat  for 
four  years  after.  He  then  appealed  to  the  Privy  Council,  who  regretted  the 
hardship  of  the  case ;  but  decided  that  the  Act  prevented  them  from  enter¬ 
taining  the  appeal.  Under  these  circumstances  the  petitioner  was  reduced 
to  the  necessity  of  appealing  to  the  House.  The  Hon.  Gentleman  con¬ 
cluded  with  imploring  tlie  House  not  to  consign  to  destitution  a  man  born 
to  large  hereditary  property.  He  was  sure  the  Illustrious  Person  who  wore 
the  Crown  w'ould  shrink  from  the  application  of  droits  which  were  the 
produce  of  oppression.  [Cheers, J 

.MrH.  Twjss  said  the  Baron  did  not  make  his  application  till  within 
twelve  days  of  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed,  and  then  his  title  was 
to  be  gone  into :  the  Commissioners  had  treated  him  with  every  indulgence. 
The  claim  originally  cnmpi'ised  two  propositions;  but  it  was  now  confined 
to  the  estate  at  Soultz  in  Alsace.  The  first  question  was,  whether  the 
property  was  in  his  own  possession  or  in  his  father's  at  the  time  that  it  was 
seized;  and  the  second,  whether  it  was  British  property.  The  petitioner 
alleged  that  his  father  conveyed  it  to  him  in  the  presence  of  many  of  the 
burghers ;  but  though  they  spoke  to  a  declaration  to  this  effect,  they  spoke 
to  no  deed,  nor  was  any  deed  forthcoming ;  nor,  the  Baron  being  then  a 
minor,  was  any  trustee  appointed.  But  if  there  was  a  deficiency  of  evidence 
to  support  the  petitioner's  case,  there  was  much  to  oppose  it.  As  regarded 
the  second  question,  there  had  been  repeated  postponements  to  enable  the 
Baron  to  supply  evidence  to  shew  that  the  property  was  British  property : 
this  he  had  neglected  to  do ;  and  when  the  agent  was  told  that  even  further 
time  would  be  allowed  if  he  would  undertake  that  such  evidence  should 
be  forthcoming,  lie  replied  that  he  believed  there  was  such  evidence,  but 
declined  a  positive  undertaking  to  produce  it. 

M*  Lockiiaut  said  that  the  petitioner  had  been  denied  the  means  of 
proving  his  title. 

Mr  K.  Grant  and  the  Attorney-General  opposed  the  petition. 

The  House  divided — For  the  motion,  64 — Against  it,  91 — Majority,  37. 

SUPPLY  OF  WATER. 

Sir  F.  Huhdett  moved  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into 
the  supply  of  water  to  the  metropolis,  aod  the  amount  of  rates  paid  by  the 
inhabitants.  From  the  report  of  the  Committee,  there  could  be  no  doubt 
about  the  unwholesomeness  of  the  water.  Dr  Paris  had  gone  as  far  as  to 
say,  that  if  there  were  not  a  more  wholesome  supply,  some  epidemic  might 
be  expected.  The  evils  resulted  from  a  monopoly ;  and  the  Grand  Junction 
Company,  properly  styled  the  **  Grand  Junction  Nuisance,"  had  smuggled 
an  Act  througn  the  House,  by  which  they  were  enabled  to  raise  their  rates 
300  per  cent,  for  an  abominable  article.  It  appeared  that  wholesome  water 
conld  not  be  drawn  from  any  part  of  the  river  below  whii  h  the  tide  flowed ; 
and  it  was  proposed  that  the  existing  Companies  should  be  supplied  by 
another  Company  which  would  take  its  water  from  just  above  Teddington, 
and  convey  it  to  a  large  reservoir  on  Wimbledon  Common,  whence  it  would 
How  into  all  the  houses  in  Lambeth,  and  the  other  low  parts  of  the  metro¬ 
polis.  Individuals  were  ready  to  form  such  a  Company. 

JMr  PiEL  expressed  himself  favourable  to  the  enquiry,  but  thought  that 
the  supply  of  water  ought  to  be  undertaken  by  public  Companies,  and  not 
by  Government. 

I'he  inotiou  was  agreed  to.

FOREIGN  ENLISTMENT  ACT. 

Mr  P.  Lawley,  in  presenting  a  petition  from  the  Society  of  Gun-makers 
in  Birmingham,  complaining  of  this  Act,  said  the  prohibition  of  the  expor¬ 
tation  of  implements  of  war  was  highly  injurious  to  the  interests  of  our 
manufacturers.  The  consequence  of  the  Act  was,  that  the  demand  was 
transferred  to  France  or  Austria,  where  no  such  restriction  existed. 

Sir  Littleton  said  that  the  Act  also  prevented  ships  being  built  for 
f  OKtgn  service  in  British  ports,  and  wu  tnexefore  highly  prejutScial  to  our 
shipping  Uade.  I 

I  Mr  ^  Baring  thought  it  not  too  late  to  introduce  a  Bill  to  remedy  the  | 


evil.  Under  the  present  Act  it  was  necessary,  before  an  individual  could 
supply  a  Foreign  Power  with  implements  of  war,  that  a  licence  should  be 
obiaioed  from  Government ;  but,  if  the  object  of  the  Bill  was  to  avoid 
giving  offence  to  Foreign  Governments,  he  thought  it  would  be  better 
effected  by  rendering  licences  unnecessary  than  by  our  Ministers  committiov 
themselves  by  an  official  act. 

Mr  Huskisson  said  there  was  no  impediment  to  the  exportation  of  all 
stores  required  for  the  purposes  of  war,  without  any  licence  whatever.  He 
objected  to  that  clause  in  the  act  which  subjected  the  owners  of  ships  to  the 
forfeiture  of  their  property,  if  built  for  any  foreign  power ;  lie  thought  this 
part  of  the  act  might  be  repealed  with  advantage. 

Sir  R.  Wilson  recognized  the  principle  of  the  interference  of  the  crown 
in  the  service  of  its  officers,  but  objected  to  other  portions  of  the  act. 

Mr  Peel  said  it  was  too  late  for  Government  to  declare  its  views  on  this 
important  act.  Looking  at  the  interruption  of  the  British  commerce  ou  the 
j  coast  of  South  America,  by  the  privateers  belonging  to  the  contending 
1  fleets  of  Brazil  and  Buenos  Ayres — looking,  too,  to  the  injury  which  the 
!  British  commerce  had  sustained  from  Greek  privateers,  as  well  as  Turkidi 
j  and  Egyptian— he  would  ask,  was  it  politic  to  afford  these  belligerenu  all 
j  the  advantages  which  were  to  be  derived  from  building  ships  in  British 
I  ports,  and  of  being  supplied  with  naval  armaments  from  this  country  ? 

Mr  C.  W.  W  YNN  approved  of  the  Act ;  he  thought  that  persons  who 
entered  into  foreign  service  for  mere  pay  deserved  to  be  regarded  in  no  bet¬ 
ter  light  than  that  of  hired  murderers.  {Hear ^  hear  !  from  Sir  Robert 
fVilson.)  He  would  not  say,  but  that  on  some  occasions  persons  belonging 
to  one  country  may  engage  in  the  service  of  another,  if  their  own  country 
was  not  indisposed  to  grant  assistance  to  that  other  country.  But  he  spoke 
of  a  class  of  hired  adventurers,  who  went  about  from  one  country  to  ano¬ 
ther,  offering  their  services  to  whoever  would  employ  them  at  the  best  bid¬ 
ding-persons  who  were  alike  regardless  of  the  duties  they  owed  their  own 
country,  and  known  only  for  their  disposition  to  excite  civil  commotion 
in  it. 

Sir  R.  Wilson  said :  I  am  surprised  at  the  speech  of  the  Right  Honour¬ 
able  Gentleman  who  had  just  sat  down,  as  on  the  occasion  of  the  passing 
of  this  Act  he  acted  as  Agent  to  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain - 

Mr  C.  Wynn  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  order.  Either  this  is  a  bad  and  miserable 
attempt  to  Joke,  or  it  is  a  foul  and  libellous  accusation  against  me ;  and  as  a 
Member  or  Parliament  1  throw  myself  upon  the  House  for  its  protection. 

I'he  Speaker  was  here  about  to  interpose. 

Sir  R.  Wilson  said,  the  late  Mr  Canning,  on  introducing  the  Act,  de¬ 
clared  that  he  brought  it  forward  at  the  desire  of  the  King  of  Spain.  This 
declaration  justifies  me  in  denominating  all  the  persons  who  were  engaged 
in  the  passing  of  that  Act  as  agents  to  the  King  of  Spain.  The  Right  Hod. 
Geotieraan  was  one  of  those  who  co-operated  in  that  act  of  hostility  to  the 
general  cause  of  freedom — a  co-operation  which  I  must  own  I  am  not  sur¬ 
prised  at,  because  it  was  conformable  with  the  general  conduct  of  the  Right 
Hon.  Gentleman  in  this  House. 

The  Speaker  :  I  had  supposed  that,  when  the  Hon.  Member  had  risen, 
it  was  for  the  purpose  of  retracting  words  which,  upon  recollection,  he  will, 

I  am  sure,  be  of  opinion  were  not  at  all  consistent  with  order. 

Sir  Robert  Wilson  said,  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman,  who  appears  very 
jealous  and  very  susceptible  of  any  expression  which  may  at  all  apply  to 
himself,  does  not  hesitate  to  apply  the  terms  of  hired  assassins  ana  hired 
murderers  to  persons  who  possess  as  much  virtue  as  himself,  and  who  would 
equally  disdain  a  dishonourable  action.  Are  these  epithets  to  be  addressed 
I  to  men  who,  from  the  most  generous  of  motives,  and  the  purest  of  principles, 
have  drawn  their  swords  in  defence  of  a  great  general  cause  ?  {Cheers.) 

Mr  C.  Wynn;— 1  made  an  express  exception. between  those  who  en¬ 
gaged  in  foreign  wars,  from  a  love  of  plunder  and  of  rapine — young  men, 
who  went  about  ready  to  engage  in  any  service  that  would  yield  them 
booty — and  those  who  engaged  in  foreign  service,  from  a  sense  of  justice, 
and  from  honourable  motives.  (  Loud  cries  of  hear,  hear  !)

A  certificate  is  also  given  at  the  end  of  five  years,  and 
1  per  cent,  on  all  monies  in  the  Savings*  Bank.**

On  the  other 
hand,  the  Government  gazettes  speak  of  all  sorts  of  advantaget 
obtained  over  the  rebels,  but  in  that  misty  and  inflated  manner  which 
carries  falsehood  on  the  face  of  it,  to  say  nothing  of  no  small  number 
of  self-evident  lies.  No  allusion  is  made  either  in  the  gazettes  or 
private  letters  of  the  meeting  of  the  Three  Estates,  or  of  the  Procla¬ 
mation  of  Miguel  as  King,  who  styled  himself  Regent  so  lately  as 
the  19th.  Tlie  General  Cortes  were,  however,  to  assemble  on  the  • 
23rd,  and  the  result  remains  to  be  seen.  Strange  to  s^y,  the  worthy 
Miguel  continues  to  asssert  in  the  oflieial  papers  that  he  enjoys  tlie 
favourable  opinion  of  the  British  Ministry,  and  the  approbation  of  aU 
Europe.  Both  positions  are  substantively  false;  but  we  much  suspect  ' 
that  the  difference  between  a  Canning  and  a  Wellington  has  not 
only  been  ascertained  but  rested  upon:  however,  we  leave  this  to  time. 

I  The  Gazette  of  the  SOih  gives  an  account  of  the  execution  of  the  nine 
students  of  Coimbra  who  assassinated  their  professors  on  the  18ih  of 
I  March.  They  were  hanged  under  circumstances  of  the  most  gross 
I  and  lingering  barbarity.  Their  crime  was  a  great  one,  but  they  were 
by  no  means  equally  guilty ;  and  whether  or  no,  the  summary  and 
unrelenting  manner  in  which  vengeance  has  been  inflicted  on  this  side 
the  question,  is  mournfully  contrasted  with  the  impunity  of  outrage 
and  assassination  on  the  other.  An  individual  existed  in  the  same 
prison  with  these  unhappy  boys,  who  had  committed  no  less  than 
nineteen  murders  and  many  more  robberies.  Such  is  Portuguese 
justice. 

The  accounts  from  the  East  of  the  movements  of  the  Russians 
generally  report  a  measured  but  effective  progress.  Ibrailoff, 
however,  still  held  out  when  the  latest  despatches  were  sent  awray, 
and  was  defended  with  great  bravery  ;  but,  as  the  Russians  had  con¬ 
trived  to  cut  off  all  communications  between  the  garrison  and  the 
opposite  bank  of  the  river,  a  speedy  surrender  was  expected.j 

We  have  row  another  additional  evidence,  if  additional  evident 
were  required,  shewing  the  Duke  of  Wellington’s  boasted  disposi¬ 
tion  to  economy.  The  Finance.  Committee  recommended  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  office  of  .Lieutenant-General  of  the  Ordnance,  and  the 
Ministry  has  resisted  it  and  charged  the  country  with  the  unnecessary 
charges  of  this  place.  The  conclusions  of  ihe  Finance  Committee 
will  be  set  aside,  we  may  be  assured,  whenever  they  are  opposed  to 
extravagance,  while  their  assent  to  expenditure  will  be  held  out  as  an 
amply  sufficient  sanction  and  an  unanswerable  argument  to  all  ob*

It  ia  not,  therefore^ 
in  London,  but  rather  at  Berlin,  that  the  anniversary  of  the  triumph  of 
Waterloo  should  be  celebrated,  if  it  can  be  called  a  triumph  by  vanquiab- 
ing  with  ten  to  one.

Rebuilding  and  Removal  op  the  Westminster  Hospital. — A  very 
oomerous  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  ibis  Institution  was  held  in  the 
Board-room  of  the  Hospital  on  Thursday  week,  the  Duke  of  Northumber- 
Isod  in  the  Chair,  supported  by  the  Members  for  Westminster,  Mr  Byng, 
and  other  distinguished  individuals,  llie  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  con¬ 
sider  the  propriety  of  removing,  the  hospital  to  a  new  s^te  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  St  Martin’s  Church,  which  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  have  been 
pleased  to  allot  in  lieu  of  the  ground  on  which  the  hospital  now  stands. 
The  Resolutions  of  a  former  General  Board  accepting  the  offer  were  con¬ 
firmed  by  a  lai^e  majority,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  complete  the 
arrangement,  and  the  meeting  separated,  pleased  with  the  bnghrened 
prospects  of  this  ancient  institution,  which  only  requires  a  situation  more  in 
the  eye  of  the  public  to  enable  it  to  vye  in  utility  with  the  larger  hospitals 
of  this  metropolis. —  [We  have  received  the  above  paragraph  from  a  Corres¬ 
pondent,  who  requests  its  insertion  as  an  act  of  justice,  and  professes  to 
consider  it  a  **  most  sufficient  answer  **  to  what  he  terms  a  **  garbled 
statement  **  in  tbe  jast  Examiner.  If  any  of  our  readers  however  remem¬ 
ber  that  statement^  or  will  again  turn  to  it,  we  think  they  will  perceive 
that  the  above  paragraph  answers  none  of  the  points  in  our  last  week's 
article.]

Parish  Abuses. — At, a  public^  vestry  lately  held  in  Great  Marlow 
Church,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  Churchwardens*  accounts,  a  letter 
addreued  to  the  Archdeacon,  by  Mr  W.  Francis,  complaining  of  the  misap¬ 
plication  of  money  left  for  charitable  purposes,  the  letting  of  Church  lands 
and  houses  at  low  rents,  in  order  that  the  tenants  might  relet  for  their  own 
benefit,  the  exchanging  of  the  Church  lands  and  houses  for  others  without 
the  knowledge  or  approbation  of  the  parishioners  at  large,  and  other  mis¬ 
conduct  in  the  Churchwardens, — was  read  ;  and  it  appearing,  that  the  sum 
of  98/.  10a.  had  been  annually  expended  for  other  purposes  than  those 
which  tbe  wills  of  the  donors  directed,  a  resolution  was  proposed  by  Colonel 
Clayton,  and  unanimously  carried,  that  such  sum  should  be  annually  given 
to  the  poor  in  future.  For  some  years  past  the  principal  management  of  the 
W)or  has  been  entrusted  to  Overseers  contributing  very  trivially  to  the  Poor’s 
Rate;^  the  Select  Vestry  have  been  very  inattentive  to  their  accounts  ;  the 
panshiooert  at  large  have  been  rarely  assembled,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
making  poor's  rates ;  and  after  an  investigation,  which  has  already  cost  the 
ptnsh  upwards  of  40/.,  errors  to  the  amount  of  above  400/.  have  been  dis¬ 
covered  ;  300/.  have  been  restored,  but  other  defaulters  refuse  to  re-examine 
their  accounts,  or  to  refund  the  sums  due  from  them,  except  on  condition 
that  they  shall  not  be  call^  upon  for  their  deficiencies.

One  of  the  most  extraordinary  pieces  of  auto>biography  that  the  present 
century  has  produced  is  now  pntdishing  in  PHris.  It  is  the  life  of  M. 
Vidocq,  a  celebrated  police>a^ent  in  the  French  capital,  but  who,  pre> 
vtoiis  to  his  appointment,  wa«>  equally  celebrated  as  a  thief  and  a  swindler. 
M.  Vidocq  enters  without  any  reserve  upon  the  history  of  hi<«  offences, 
which  he  a|>pear8  to  ciousider  to  have  been  amply  atoned  for  by  his 
subsequent  career  as  a  thief>tsker,  and  gives  some  valuable  information 
as  to  his  official  duties.  It  is,  we  believe,  quite  true  that  M.  Vidocq  has 
rendered  grest  services  to  the  French  police,  and  that  mure  depredators 
have  been  detected,  and  more  property  recovered,  through  his  means, 
than  through  the  united  labours  of  all  the  other  police  agents.  Vidocq 
has  always  been  considered  an  Asmodeus  as  to  place, and  a  very  Proteus 
as  to  person.  The  decorated  chevalier,  at  the  Caf^  des  Mille  Cnioiines — 
the  quiet  reader  at  the  reading  rooms  in  the  Rue  de  la  Paix— the  simple 
bourgeois  upon  the  Boulevard*— or  the  wretched  chiffonier  in  the  streets, 
picking  up  rags  and  waste  paper— all  these  would  Vidocq  be  within  the 
twenty -four  hours.  The  thief  who  could  escape  Vidocq  must  not  only  | 
be  without  accomplices  who  could  betray  him,  but  also  possess  faculties 
which  even  French  thieves  can  seldom  boast  of. 

The  hitherto  unoccupied  spot  of  ground  at  the  comer  of  Regency 
arpisre  was  recently  purchased  for  building  purposes  at  the  large  price  of 
1.200  guineas,  bring  the  largest  probably  ever  given  for  ground  in 
Brighton.  The  dimensions  are  35  ft.  6  in.  by  25ft.  t  consequently  the 
above  is  at  the  rate  of  nearly  50  guineas  per  foot,  or  70,000/.  per  acre  ! —

been  to  a  foreign  yoke,  they  had  a  right  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
assistance  not  only  of  Napoleon,  but  of  Mahomet  or  of  Satan  himself,  had 
he  proposed  to  aid  them  in  regaining  the  independence  of  which  they 
had  been  oppressively  and  unjustly  deprived.’* 

.  Picture  Mania.— Englishmen  on  their  travels,  think  themselves 
bound  to  buy  pictures,  that  when  they  return  they  may  be  considered 
amateurs  I  but  having  generally  neither  eye  nor  taste,  they  become 
dupes.  1  knew  an  unfortunate  victim,  who,  by  speculating  in  pictures,  of 
which  be  had  not  the  smallest  knowledge,  completely  ruinecj  himself. 
He  had  been  paymaster  to  a  regiment  of  the  German  Legion  in  Sicily, 
and  during  a  service  of  fifteen  years  had,  by  economy, realized  four  or  five 
thousand  pounds.  It  is  hardly  credible  that  a  man,  with  a  certain  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  world,  and  fully  aware  of  the  value  of  money ,  should  risk  his 
hard-earned  gains  by  dealing  in  a  commodity  of  which  he  was  totally 
ignorant.  With  this  propensity  he  unluckily  made  the  acquaintance  of 

the  Marquis  8  .  ,  a  S^ieilian  noblet,  who,  under  pretence  that  a  * 

valuable  gallery  which  had  belonged  to  his  family  for  aeveral  ages  was, 
from  the  pressure  of  the  times,  to  be  disposed  of,  gulled  our  silly  country- 
man  into  becoming  llie  purchaser  nf  two  hundred  original  pictures,  ihp 
undoubted  works  of  the  great  Italian  masters.  More  than  one  Raphael, 
t)oinenichino,  Tttiano,  Guido,  Carlo  Dolci,  &c.  &e.  were  warranted  as 
geouiner— the  first  connoisseurs  in  the  island  had  pronounced  judgment 
on  them.  The  Marchese,  (|>r>rere//a to  save  a  dear  brother  from  ruin, 
had  made  a  great  sacrifice,  but  he  rejoiced  that  his  heir-looms,  the  pre 

oioiis  collection  of  the  S -  family  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  an 

Ingleae,  and  a  man  of  taste,  &c.  Ttie  tale  was  swallowed,  and  three 
thousand  ounces  (2000/.)  were  paid  down — argent  comptant!  Our 
Rmaieiir  was  invited  to  a  grand  dinner  eiven  on  the  occasion.  Another 
ooble  dealer  and  chapman  now  made  liis  appearance  on  the  stage  t  a

The  Blacks. — •*  A  Negro  has  a  soul,  an’  please  your  hononr,”  said  the 
Corporal,  doubiingly. — **  1  am  no  great  casuist, Trim,”  replied  my  Uncle, 
**  but  I  suppose  that  God  Almighty  would  not  leave  him  without  one,  any 
more  than  thee  or  me.**— This  is  one  of  those  glancing  strokes  of  the  pen 
whicli  first  served  to  throw  a  golden  streak  of  light  over  this  dark  subject. 
If  pleasure  and  pain,  good  and  evil,  were  black  and  white,  then  jiisiice 
and  injustice,  right  and  wrong,  might  depend  on  this  distinction.  But 
old  Fuller’s  quaint  rhetoric  coiitaiua  a  better  moral  when  ha  calls  the 
Negroes  “  the  images  of  God  carved  in  ebony,”  The  hand  does  not  feel 
pain  the  less  because  it  is  black  ?

By  what  law  of  nature  is  it 
hound  to  be  like  it,  except  to  the  ignorant  and  prejudiced,  who,  knowing 
of  no  other  colour,  could  not  believe  the  existence  of  any  other;  and 
wondering  to  find  that  such  people  existed,  and  struck  with  the  differ¬ 
ence,  required  two  hundred  years  more  to  look  upon  them  as  human 
beings?  How  far  the  Negroes  might  be  humanely  treated  and  made 
tolerably  comfortable,  in  contradiction  to  the  principles  by  which  they 
are  kept  in  slavery,  1  shall  not  dispute;  but  1  am  sure  that  they  must  be 
as  ill-treated  as  possible  under  the  sway  of  that  hard  code  which  strips 
them  of  all  title  to  charity  because  they  are  black.  Why  is  it  assumed 
that  the  Negroes  are  incapable  of  civilization  ?  They  are  capable  of  being 
taught  to  wait  at  table,  to  ride  behind  a  coach,  to  cook,  to  play  on  the 
fiddle — why  then  are  they  not  capable  of  being  taught  to  work  out  of 
doors  as  common-labourers  ?  There  is  no  reason  given.  If  it  is  deter¬ 
mined  to  keep  them  slaves  by  force,  then  they  have  but  ane  way  to 
become  free,  that  is,  by  exterminating  their  masters.  Nothing  sliall 
persuade  me  that  a  slave  is  not  at  least  a  more  respectable  character  than 
a  slave-driver.

I  tie 
affairs  of  Europe,  the  army,  the  police,  the  admini-tration  of  justice, 
prisons,  the  press,  public  works,  were  all  under  his  constant  inspection 
Indcontroul.  Often,  after  labouring  all  day  in  overlwkiHg  papys  or 
comparing  plans,  dispatches  came,  and  he  sat  up  all  night  to  read  and 
answer  them.  His  secretaries  were  worn  out  with  the  fatigue.  He  went 
tbroinrh  all  this  accumulation  of  labour  himself  with  so  little  effort  and  so 
little  need  of  any  stimulus  but  the  importunate  activity  of  his  own  mind, 
that  he  used  at  this  period  of  his  life  to  take  nothing  but  lemonade.— 
Ha%litV$  Life  of  Napoleon. 

Modern  Crbsoes.— On  Sunday  the  4th  of  November  182T,  the  Pal¬ 
mira^  Captain  Lamb,  belonging  to  London,  made  the  desert  island  of 
Amsterdam,  which  is  in  the  Southern  ocean,  and  ten  miles  long  and  five 
in  breadth.  The  vessel  passing  to  leeward,  at  a  distance  of  about  five 
miles,  a  quantity  of  smoke  was  distinguishable  on  the  north  side,  which 
induced  the  Captain  to  run  in  as  close  as  possible,  supposing  that  some 
sufferers  from  shipwreck  might  have  lit  tiie  fire  by  way  of  signal;  when 
within  a  mile  of  the  shore,  two  men  were  distinctly  seen  standing  on  a 
little  eminence  near  it.  A  boat  was  immediately  lowered  down, and  Mr 
Addison,  the  chief  officer,  proceeded  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the 
men.  In  less  than  an  hour  the  boat  returned  with  the  two  strangers. 
Their  appearance  was  truly  squalid  and  miserable:  they  had  long 
^ards,  their  old  ragged  clothes  were  patched  with  seal  skins  with  the 
fur  on;  the  bristly  hide  of  a  wild  hog,  laslened  together,  served  for  the 
breeches  of  one  of  them  ;  their  shoes  were  also  made  of  skin,  of  the  form 
called  Moccasin,  which  consists  of  a  circular  piece,  with  the  hair  outside, 
and  when  the  foot  is  placed  in  the  middle  of  it,  a  cord,  rove  through  the 
edges,  draws  the  leather  together  round  the  ankle  and  instep.  The  name 
of  one  was  James  Paine,  abont  twenty-two  years  of  age,  and  of  the  other 
Robert  Proudfoot,  about  forty,  both  sailors,  and  natives  of  Edinburgh. 
They  had  been  fourteen  months  on  the  island.— Ca/cuf/a  Oovernment

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Friday^  July  4. 

THE  WELLESLEY  CASE — JUDGMENT. 

Mr  Horns  concluded  his  reply  in  this  long-protracted  ca.se,  and  their 
Lordships  proceeded  to  judgment. 

Lord  Reoesdale,  in  a  speech  of  considerable  length,  stated  that  the 
arguments  of  Counsel  appeared  to  rest  upon  two  grounds:— 1st,  whether 
the  Court  of  Chancery  could  exercise  jurisdiction  in  separating  a  parent  and 
his  children ;  and  2dly,  that,  allowing  such  right  to  exist,  the  circumstances 
of  this  case  did  not  warrant  its  being  exercised.  Mis  Lordship  adduced 
several  cases,  some  of  which  occurred  upwards  of  a  century  and  a  half  since, 
in  which  the  Court  bad  exercised  such  junstliction,  and  ho  was  most 
decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  Court  unquestionably  possessed  that  power. 
As  to  the  evidence  in  this  case  warranting  the  judgment  pronounced  by 
Lord  liJdon,  a  single  extract  from  a  letter  written  by  Mr  VVellesley  tu  Mr 
Piinaan,  the  tutor  of  his  children,  would  abundautly  satisfy  their  Lordships. 
That  extract  was  as  follows  : — **  There  are  many  which  ought  to  be  let 
alone  ;  a  Court  of  Chancery  had  no  right  to  iuterfere  between  a  father  and 
bit  children — they  had  a  right  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  the  Devil  in  their  own 
way.*’  Hit  Lordship  concluded  by  moving  that  the  judgment  of  Lord  Eldon 
be  affirmed. 

Lord  Manners  seconded  the  motion.  He  was  quite  sure  that  the  Court 
possessed  the  jurisdiction,  and  that  the  jurisdiction  was  in  the  present  case 
:  properly  exercised.

Bolm  *®^^**®*.®'  against  tbiae  defendants,  Hawes,  Hodgea,  and 

chai^Dg  them  with  a  conspiracy  to  sue  out  a  commission  of  lunk' 

^  intention  to  injure^  the  prosecutor  Welsh,  who  is  the 
great  musical  composer*  * 


The  prosecutor  and  the  defendant  Hawes  were  partners  in  the  Musical 
Repository  at  the  Argyle  Rooms.  Welsh  was  to  have  three-fifths  of  the 
profits  for  the  first  seven  years,  and  subsequently  they  were  to  be  equally 
divided.  Hawes  and  Welsh  having  quarrelled  in  the  management  of  the 
coDcero,  l.awes  wanted  to  get  rid  of  his  share,  but  Welsh  refused  to  pur¬ 
chase  it  on  his  terms.  Hawes  then  wanted  to  purchase  Welsh’s  share  for 
10,000/  but  Welsh  refused,  and  Hawes  then  ekpressed  his  deterroinatiou 
to  become  a  bankrupt,  as  the  only  means  of  dissolving  the  partnership. 
The  defendant  Bolton,  an  attorney,  in  a  communication  with  Welsh,  stated 
that  he  would  advise  llawes  to  become  a  bankrupt,  and  Hodges,  the  other 
defendant,  was  a  friend  of  Hawes,  and  sued  out  the  commission 

Lord  Tenterden  said,  that  unless  it  could  be  proved  that  there  was 
not  a  bond  fide  petiiioniog  creditor,  the  indictment  could  not  be  supported. 
Though  the  object  of  the  defendants  might  have  been  to  dissolve  the  part* 
nership,  that  was  not  illegal,  unless  effected  by  illegal  means. 

The  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of  acquittal  against  all  the  defendants. 

REX  W.  CROCKFURD. 

There  were  two  indictments  in  the  paper  against  the  defendant,  one  was 
for  keeping  a  gambling-house.  When  they  were  called  on,  nobody  appeared 
for  the  prosecution,  and  the  defendant  was,  of  course,  acquitted. 

Thursday,  July  3. 

THE  COLLEGE  OF  PHYSICIANS  V,  HARRISON. 

This  was  an  action  brought  against  the  defendant  by  the  College  of  Phy* 
siciaos,  to  recover  certain  penalties  under  the  14tli  and  15th  of  Henry  Vlil, 
fur  exercising  the  faculty  of  physic  within  seven  miles  of  London  without 
having  been  licensed  to  do  so  by  the  College.  There  had  been  some  cor¬ 
respondence  between  the  College  and  Dr  Harrison,  who  bad  repudiated 
the  charter,  and  denied  their  authority,  to  require  that  he  should  be 
liceused.  He  had  also  expressed  his  readiness  to  try  the  question  at  issue 
between  them.  Mr  Campbell  objected  that  the  Act  above-mentioned  was 
a  private  Act. 

Lord  Tenterden  was  of  opinion  that  it  was  a  public  Act ;  but  said  he 
would  save  the  point. 

Evidence  was  then  gone  into  to  prove  the  defendant’s  practice  as  a  phy* 
sician.  It  was  proved  that  he  had  attended  a  lady  for  a  spinal  complaint 
in  the  years  1825,  1826,  and  1827  ;  he  wrote  prescriptions  and  re¬ 
ceived  fees. 

Mr  Campbell  contended,  that  there  was  no  proof  of  the  defendant 
having  acted  as  physician  ;  he  had  attended  a.s  surgeon  only. 

The  Jury  having  retired  for  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  found  a  verdict  fot 
the  defendant. 

MIDDLESEX  SESSIONS,  Thursday,  July  3. 

SIGNOR  ALBERJCO  CURIONI  AGAINST  THE  PARISH  OF  ST  GILES. 

The  appellant,  who  is  the  well-known  singer,  had  been  by  the  Magistrates 
of  Marlborough  street  office  adjudged  to  be  tbc  father  of  a  bastard  child. 

Mary  Ann  Cauael  deposed,  that  about  the  Spring  of  1823,  she  was  first 
acquainted  with  the  appellant.  Au  intimacy  took  place  betweeu  them,  the 
result  of  which  was,  her  delivery  of  a  female  child  on  the  30th  of  January 
following.  She  is  certain  the  appellant  was  the  father  of  that  child. 

Cross-examined. — She  had  since  the  birth  of  the  child  seen  the  appellant, 
and  declared  him  not  to  be  the  father ;  but  she  was  then  deceived  by  hiX 
wearing  a  false  bead  of  hair.  She  had  been  intimate  with  other  men ;  in 
fact,  bad  been  an  unfortunate  woman.  Had  known  a  Mr  Cross,  and  had 
received  2/.  from  him  on  condition  of  not  swearing  a  child  tu  him  of  which 
she  was  pregnant.  It  was  not  the  child  in  question,  but  was  one  she  had 
had  since.  She  swore  that  positively. 

The  woman  at  whose  nouse  Mary  Ann  Cannel  lodged  in  1823,  swore 
that  a  gentleman  used  frequently  to  call  and  see  Mary  Ann.  The  appellant 
was  the  person. 

Mr  Adolphus  said  hit  client  was  a  married  man,  and  as  such  felt  n6 
ordinary  desire  to  rescue  himself  from  the  imputation  of  having  degrade^ 
himself.  This  woman  bad  been  practising  a  system  of  gross  extortion. 

Mr  Crou,  an  attorney,  knew  the  woman  Cannel.  She  threatened,  if  he 
did  not  ^ve  her  money,  she  would  swear  the  child  against  him.

THE  EXAMINER 


About  three  week*  beck,  a  number  of  Irishmen  came  to  the  village  of 
Wembley,  near  Harrow,  in  search  of  work,  and  were  engaged  by  a  fanner 
named  Read,  and  allowed  to  sleep  in  hie  barn.  The  Englieh  labourer* 
in  the  village  regarded  them  with  jealously,  and  when  |>aaaing  the  bam 
addressed  tliem  with  opprobrioua  language.  The  IHmIi  pleaded  appre. 
heiisions  for  their  safety,  and  procured  from  Mr  Read  a  bliinderbiiee  and 
a  gun.  On  Sunday  evening  (no  quarrel  having  occurred  for  several 
days  previous)  at>out  half  a  dozen  of  the  Irishmen  were  sitting  drinking 
on  the  green  l^fore  the  door  of  the  Green  Man  public-house,  and  a  mixed 
company  of  English  mechanics  and  labourers  were  in  the  tap-room  of  the 
hou^e.  One  of  the  latter,  a  stranger  in  the  neighbourhood,  only  known 
as  Long  John,  left  the  house  about  ten  o'clock,  and  immediately  after  the 
noise  of  a  scutlle  was  heard.  Three  of  the  villagers,  named  Arnold,  Grif¬ 
fiths,  and  Nix,  w'ent  out,  and  found  Long  John  and  one  Keasley  fighting. 
Long  John  was  thrown,  but  his  opponent  kept  him  down,  and  beat  him. 
Arnold  interfiosed,  and  waa  instantly  assailed  with  a  shower  of  atones. 
A  general  scaffie  ensued,  and  the  Irish  retreated  ;  but  about  a  dozen 
more  of  their  countrymen  coming  up,  armed  with  the  blunderbuss  and 
gun,  pitchforks  and  scythes,  they  attacked  the  few  English  desperately. 
L<ong  John  was  soon  struck  down:  mortal  wounds  are  said  to  have  been 
given  him  by  Keasley,  notwithstanding  a  woman  who  lived  with  the 
deceased  implored  them  to  have  mercy  upon  him.  The  patrol  presently 
arrived,  and  several  persons  were  secured,  among  them  Keasley.  Nino 
of  the  Irishmen  have  been  committed  for  the  murder. 

Exbcutiun.— Pour  convicts  had  been  ordered  for  execution  on  Friday  | 
but  two  of  them,  and  Afurris,  received  a  respite.  A  third,  yuAn 

Montgomery  (known  as  Captain  Moutgomery ,  and  convicted  of  extensive 
uttering  of  forged  notes)  was  found  dead  in  his  bed  when  his  cell  was 
opened  on  Friday  morning.  A  surgeon  was  sent  for,  who  applied  the 
stomach  pump,  but  no  symptoms  of  poison  appeared.  The  h^y  how¬ 
ever  was  suh'equently  opened,  and  the  contents  of  the  stomach  l>eiiig 
analysed  at  Surgeons*  Hall,  it  is  ascertained  that  death  was  occasioned 
by  Prusvic  acid.  Under  the  bed  was  discovered  a  small  phial,  about  an 
inch  long,  in  which  there  are  a  few  drops  remaining  of  that  virulent 
|)oi>-on.  He  must  have  been  very  ingenious  in  concealing  the 
poison,  as  he  had  been  frequently  searched.  On  the  previous  even¬ 
ing  he  appeared  resigned,  and  wrote  several  letters  to  friends  and 
fellow  prisoners  ;  one  of  these  is  addressed  to  Edward  Gibbon  Wake¬ 
field.  The  fourili  convict, /2ice,  suffered  the  sentence  of  the  law.  The 
miserable  yonih  was  very  pious  in  his  professiuna;  and  after  the  uIBcera 
had  bound  his  arms,  he  laid  his  head  on  the  shoulder  of  Mr  Baker,  and 
whispered,**  i  am  happy.'* 


bov  named  Thomas  Hammond.  The  insanity  of  Captain  Stewart  was 
fuliv  proved.  The  Jury  returned  a  verdict — **Thit  the  several  sailors 
nj  pMsenger*  were  killed  by  the  hands  of  Captain  Stewar»,  he  being  in 
a  stale  of  mental  derangement.**— A  private  letter  from  Cork  says,  that 
Captain  Stewart  was  esteemed  in  that  city  as  a  most  humane  man.  an 
indulgent  master,  and  an  agreeable  companion.^  He  had  formerly 
betrayed  symptoms  of  insanity,  and  had  attempted  hi*  own  life.  On  this 
lift  fatal  voyage  he  became  affected  with  a  jealousy  of  Captain  Rayne*. 
bis  ps-senger,  whom  be  suspected  of  a  desire  to  take  the  command  of  the 
ve**el  I  and  because  of  the  latter's  speaking  Irish  to  the  foremast  men, 
with  whom,  when  displeased  with  Captain  Slewsrt,  ^  he  associated, 
Stewart  accused  them  of  an  attempt  at  mutiny.  Captain  Stewart  had 
not  slept  for  many  nights  previous  to  the  murder:  some  vision  of  danger 
had  been  haunting  his  mind  from  the  moment  of  his  return. 

On  Sunday  morning  last,  about  11  o’clock,  a  fire  broke  out  in.  and 
burnt  down,  Mesi^rs  Mulholland  and  Company’s  cotton-mill,  in  Belfast. 
Tliere  being  no  artificial  light  or  heat  in  the  premises  on  that  day,  it  is 
believed  that  the  fire  was  occa««ione  I  by  the  convergency  of  the  rays  of 
the  sun  in  passing  through  what  is  called  a  bull’s-eye  square  of  glass  in 
the  window,  which  formed  a  kind  of  burning  gla*>8,and  ignited  the  light 
flue  which  arises  from  the  dressing  of  the  cotton.  The  property  was 
insured  to  the  amount  of  SI  ,000/.  or  32,0001. 

'  On  Tuesday  night  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  premises  of  Messrs  Isard,  wax 
and  tallow  cnandlers,  in  the  Market  place,  Bromleyr,  Kent.  The  fire 
broke  out  on  the  ground-floor  of  the  melting-house,  in  consequence,  as 
was  suppo«ed,  of  the  fiinmce  having  been  too  highly  healed,  which 
caused  the  fat  in  the  copper  to  boil  over.  Mr  Isard,  juu.  made  an  effort 
to  smother  the  fire,  by  heaping  mould  upon  it,  but  his  exertions  proved 
ineffectual.  The  flames  raged  with  great  fury.  There  was  but  one 
engine  in  the  village,  and  that  was  out  of  repair,  auch  a  calamity  not 
having  occurred  in  Bromley  within  the  recollection  of  the  oldest  inha¬ 
bitant.  Engines  soon  arrived  from  Ix^ndoii,  but  a  very  scanty  supply  of 
water  could  be  obtained,  and  the  (lames  communicated  to  five  houses, 
occupied  by  poor  people,  which  were  destro)ed.  The  fire  was  got 
under  at  twelve  o’clock,  but  yesterday  morning  it  again  broke  out ;  how¬ 
ever.  water  having  been  obtained  from  the  Bi-hup  of  Rochester’s,  the 
conflsgration  was  stopped. 

On  Saturday  last,  the  proprietor  of  a  row  of  buildings  called  Norman’s 
court,  near  the  Quay, Gloucester, employed  several  men  to  empty  a  large 
and  deep  vault.  An  aperture  having  been  nnide  in  the  arch  of  the 
vault,  five  men  commenced  the  iiodertaking  about  12  o'clock  at  night, 
A  man  named  John  Steel,  who  descended  by  means  of  a  rope  to  complete 
the  job,  unfortunately  left  the  aperture,  and  went  under  the  covered  part 
of  the  drain.  His  companions  wraited  some  time,  and  hearing  no  noise, 
became  apprehensive,  and  David  Watkins  went  down  to  his  assistance. 
In  ■  few  ininuteM,  however,  a  dead  silence  ensued,  and  Samuel  Fowick 
Qourageously  followed  to  ascertain  the  fate  of  his  comrades  ;  hut  finding 
hinwelf  overcome  by  the  effects  of  the  foul  air,  he  made  a  signal  with  the 
rope  and  was  speedily  drawn  up.  He  uttered  a  few  words  faintly,  and 
wa^  carried  to  his  home,  where  he  was  bled  by  Mr  Williams,  surgeon, 
who  rendered  every  assistance  that  medical  skill  and  humanity  could 
supply  ;  but  the  crold  hand  of  Death  had  already  sectired  its  victim,  and 
within  half  an  hour  of  his  being  removed  from  the  fatal  vault,  poor 
Fowick  had  ceased  to  breathe.  The  family  of  the  latter  has  been  nntor- 
tunate,  his  eldest  child  was  burnt  to  death  a  short  time  since.— CAe//rn-  |

On  Sunday  se'nnight,  about  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  inhahi- 
taiits  of  Kingsbridge  were  thrown  into  the  utmost  state  of  alarm,  by  the 
most  frightful  lightning  ever  witnessed  in  this  part  of  the  kingdom. 
The  steeple  of  tlie  church  was  struck,  and  about  16  feet  of  it  so  com¬ 
pletely  shattered,  that  It  totters  with  every  audden  gust  of  witid,  and 
tliresiens  desiruolicn  to  all  beneath  it.  The  granite,  in  the  east  window 
tad  the  next  to  it,  towards  the  lower  church  steps,  is  considerably 
injured,  and  in  fact  the  whole  of  the  tower  and  east  part  of  the  church 
•re  dreadfully  shaken.  Tl  le  apire  ia  to  be  taken  down.— youn/im  Courier. 

Oil  the  17tli  ult.  the  lown  of  Langrea,  in  France,  and  the  territory  sur¬ 
rounding  it,  were  ravaged  by  a  haiUstorm.  The  tempest  extended  in 
th«  same  instant  at  least  25  leagues  in  length  and  three  or  four  in  breadth. 
In  some  places  houses  were  thrown  down— roofs  blown  off — trees  of  the 
largest  size  lorn  up  by  the  roots— and  carts,  laden  and  drawn  by  several 
horses,  overturned.  The  hail-atoiies  in  several  plaaea  were  as  large  as  a 
pigeon  s  egg,  and  many  persons  on  the  roads  and  fields  were  severely 
bounded.  Of  eighty  villages  over  which  this  storm  passed  more  than 
forty  have  lost  every  hope  of  produce  from  the  harvest.
